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An Answer to Misstatements 


AJN OUR issue of November 30 last we printed an article “Stamp 
Collectors Victimized by Spurious Error” supplied by the Phil- 
telic Research Laboratories, Inc., which detailed their findings 
that the so-called lake shade of the 2c Panama-Pacific was 
nothing other than a changeling, not a rare error of color. The 
Laboratories backed up its statement with details as to how 
such “rarities” due to the unstable character of the ink of 
the normal 2c carmine could be produced by application of heat. Anyone could 
have taken a copy and tried the method to convince themselves. Not one col- 
lector or dealer wrote in to dispute the article or offer any contrary evidence. 
None has yet been shown us, for the simple reason none could exist as the 
Laboratories only released the information after lengthy tests to make certain 
they were absolutely correct in their findings. 





The American Philatelist came out in its March, 1941 edition with an 
article by a member attacking the Laboratories article. The sole proofs offered 
in this rebuttal wefe that a Mr. A. L. Ott at some undisclosed date purchased 
part of a sheet in this lake shade at a San Francisco post office; that this 
part sheet differed in tinge from lake stamps of other issues; and that the 
paper was white—this last supposedly as evidence the stamps had never been 
subjected to heat. To anyone who read the Laboratories article or who knows 
postal and printing proceedure the first “proof” must have sounded childish 
for the color could have changed due to accidental application of heat while 
the stamps were being finished, in transit, or in postal till; the matter of dif- 
fering from other lakes is irrelevant; and lastly heat if applied slowly under 
certain conditions which could be accidental would not affect the color of the 
paper. 

The editor of the A. P. went farther, stating in reference to the Labo- 
ratories article: “The philatelic press (EXCEPT the American Philatelist) 
gave prominence to this cock-sure manifesto whereas it might have been wiser 
to investigate a trifle before throwing this bomb into the ranks of U. S. col- 
lectors.” Further, the A. P. stated that the Wilhelm article “should satisfy any- 
one that it DOES exist and WAS issued in that shade by the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing. The evidence is conclusive.” Now it so happens that your 
editor last summer was given a lengthy demonstration tour of the Laboratories 
and one of the many interesting things shown was the proof of the chameleon 
quality of the ink of the 2c Panama Pacific. WE SAW IT PROVEN, dis- 
senters Kimble and Wilhelm DID NOT. Does that seem to indicate the phila- 
telic press as represented by ourselves, was hasty in printing the original article? 
Aside from that the A. P. says ITS article proves issuance by the Bureau. 
It does nothing of the sort. It simply says a man bought some stamps at a 
post office a full week away in traveling distance from the printers. A dis- 
tance during which the stamps in their package could have been subjected to 
many extremes of temperature and atmosphere. 

The April 28, 1941 issue of Mekeel’s contains editorial comment by Ber- 
tram W. H. Poole in much the same vein, though more extensive than the 
A. P. article. We sympathize with our contemporary’s recent misfortune to 
have a fire and suppose that this jumble of nonsense was printed because of 
resultant disorganization. Bertie attacks the press for publishing what he terms 
a “fairy tale,” “controversial” and “rash statement” which didn’t have the 
backing of “names of philatelic students of experience and acceptability” and 
adds that the article should never have been printed. Mr. Poole then makes

Ruddy Duck Design 
For New Duck Stamp 





The design of the 1941 “duck stamp,” 
which must be purchased by all migratory 
waterfowl hunters over 16 years old, has been 
taken from a ruddy-duck drawing by E. R. 
Kalmbach, it is announced by the Fish and 
Wildlife Service of the Department of the 
Interior. Eighth in the annual series, these 
“duck stamps” will be placed on sale at all 
first and second-class post offices on July 1. 
The color of the new stamp was described 
as “lively brown.” 

Mr. Kalmbach’s design shows a male and 
female ruddy duck with their brood swim: 
ming at the edge of a marsh. A well-known 
painter of wildlife subjects, Mr. Kalmbach is 
also nationally known as the head of the 
Fish and Wildlife Service food-habits lab- 
oratory at Denver, Colo. 

Anyone may purchase the “duck stamp” 
singly, in blocks, or in complete sheets of 28 
stamps, About twice the size of a special de- 
livery stamp, the “duck stamps” cost $1 each. 
Unsold issues are required by law to be de- 
stroyed after the year of issue has expired. 

Last year post offices sold 1,111,561 mi- 
gratory waterfowl hunting stamps, as the 
duck stamps are officially called. Most of 
the purchases were made by sportsmen, 
though it is estimated that some 20,000 were 
brought by philatelists, 

Ninety percent of the money realized from 
the sale of “duck stamps” is used by the 
Fish and Wildlife Service to supplement other 
funds for the purchase and maintenance of 
waterfowl refuges throughout the country. 
The remaining 10 percent is used for print- 
ing and distributing stamps, administrative 
purposes of the Migratory bird Hunting 
Stamp Act, and other Federal activities for 
migratory bird conservation. 


Pan American Union 





The stamp exhibit at the Pan American 
Union on Pan American Day, April 14th, 
attracted so much attention and was so pleas- 
ing that consideration is now being given to 
making it a year-round show, changing the 
entries frequently. The various Washington 
stamp clubs under a committee headed by 
Alden H. Whitney were responsible for the 
exhibition. The judges were headed by Dr. L. 
S. Rowe as honorary chairman. 

A ruling of the Third Assistant Postmaster 
General has been made to the effect that the 
Union’s franking privilege does not extend to 
circularizing collectors and dealers regarding 
new stamp issues, It will be necessary for the 
philatelist to supply return postage for stamps 
and lists ordered. The booklet “Public Health 
and Medicine in Stamps of the Americas” by 
Dr. A. A. Moll has been reprinted and will 
be sent free upon request. A copy of list of 
stamps on hand may also be obtained free 
but 3c return postage should be sent. 


@ To use up large supplies of the %d and 
1d stamps, Gibbons Stamp Monthly report 
that Jamaican postal officials are urging the 
public to use these values in combinations 
to prepay higher postal tariffs as a result of 
the war, No provisionals are expected,

Thief Caught 





Another stamp thief was apprehended re- 
cently through the efforts of Herman 
Herst, Jr., New York stamp dealer, who 
just last month made the headlines in the 
New York and philatelic press through the 
ten floor chase of a robber, who had been 
systematically looting New York stamp firms. 

In the current case, a “hunch” on Herst’s 
part that a letter from the “Rev. Herman 
Bremer” sent to Kennett and Wackermann, 
of Tampa, Fla., might be from the same 
“minister” who had been cheating stamp 
dealers, resulted in the arrest of one Raymond 
C. Kruger, of Brooklyn. Kennett and Wack- 
ermann had written Herst, asking if he knew 
the “clergyman.” 

Herst conveyed -he hunch to the Federal 
authorities, and within a matter of hours 
Kruger was under arrest in New York. In- 
vestigation developed that Kruger, under vari- 
ous aliases, all prefixed by the Ministerial 
title, falsely assumed, had victimized a long 
string of dealers in various parts of the coun- 
try of sums between $25 and $100 each. 

A guilty plea was entered, and this coupled 
with previous offenses of the same sort re- 
sulted in an indictment and a sentence to 
four years in the penitentiary, the term start- 
ing April 8th.

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Mail To Enemy Territory 





Canada through its Post Office Depart- 
ment has announced a new service for send- 


| ing personal postal messages to enemy and 


enemy-occupied countries, The notice, dated 
April 26, is as follows: 

“Arrangements have been made for a sys- 
tem of Personal Postal Messages to facilitate 
the sending of brief messages between per- 
in Canada and relatives and friends in 
enemy and enemy-occupied countries, in-clud- 
ing Germany, Austria, Italy, Czechoslavakia, 
German occupied Poland, Belgium, Holland, 
Luxembourg, Norway, Denmark, occupied 
France and the Channel Islands. 

“Such messages are to be written on an of- 
ficial form and are to be confined to simple 
messages not exceeding 20 words which are 
purely personal in character relating to 
tamily news or inquiry as to the well-being 
of the addressee or his relatives and friends. 
Nothing of a political, economic or military 
character is permitted. Messages should be 
written in block letters and, if possible, should 
be in English, French or German. 

“The messages will be transmitted through 
the intermediary of the International Red 
Cross Committee at Geneva, Switzerland, on 
the special official forms which may be ob- 
tained through any Postmaster. Forms will 
be immediately available at all the larger 
Post Offices. 

“The fee for a Personal Postal Message is 
25 cents which pays postage to final desti- 
nation as well as postage from Geneva to 
Canada on the addressee’s reply. 

“As an acknowledgement of the filing of 
the message, the Postmaster will furnish the 
sender with the remitter’s receipt portion of 
a Postal Note issued in connection with the 
transaction, 

“The service will go into effect on May 
Ist.”

a great show of prating at length about edi- 
torial necessity of insuring that facts pub- 
lished as such really are facts and then pro- 
ceeds to own rules. Laboratory 
work according to Bertie is “scientific hocus- 
pocus,” which must be an interesting state- 
ment to those of his readers who labor in 
laboratories in the interest not of foisting 
some fraud at goodly profit but of benefit- 
ing human knowledge. Will _jhey agree that 
use of the same instruments to check stamps 
is “hocus-pocus?” 

Aping the men in public life who smear 
with innuendo, epithet and twisted truth 
who hold differing opinions, Messrs. 
Poole and Kimble have charged or implied 
various things to their contemporaries. Its bad 
enough when a politician smears a citizen 
for public!y telling the truth, but its in- 
finitely worse for anyone to employ such tac- 
tics to prevent publication of facts concern- 
ing a mere postage stamp. We would be dere- 
lict in our duty to our readers and our hob- 
by if we did not take this opportunity of 
answering these men and asserting our belief 
that truth should not be squelched by petty 
jealousies in this hobby any more than in 
our national existence.

We say flatly that state- 
ment is untruthful, He further blames 
dealers and publishers for the “craze” and 
states it would have probably died out if it 
were not for their efforts. The dealers and 
publishers did not CREATE the demand, they 
MET it. Many collectors like first day covers 
and collect their specialty--as do other types 
of collectors--for pleasure and we have yet 
to meet one who expects to get rich doing 
50. 

First day covers a “racket?” We see no 
evidence of it. But racket and some other 
very blunt words would fit very well the 
selling of color changelings as rare and val- 
uable errors.

Chicago may possibly stage a huge exhibit 
of stamps of the Slav countries. Plans are 
being discussed by the First Czechoslovak and 
Polonus philatelic clubs for such an exhibit 
during “International Philatelic Week.”

Roumania Remembers Fascists 





The Spanish Civil War, cause of issuance 
of innumerable stamps, is the indirect reason 
for issuance of two more, this time by Rou- 
mania, a country never officially identified as 
an ally of either the Spanish Republic or 
the Franco rebels. Ion Mota and Vasile Marin 
depicted on new Roumanian semi-postals are 
identified by Kent B. Stiles in his New York 
Times column as two Roumanian Fascist 
Iron Guard leaders who were killed in fight- 
ing at Madrid on January 13, 1937—a date 
included in designs of the two stamps. Mota 
was a brother-in-law of Corneliu Codreanu, 
leader of the troublesome Iron Guard, who 
also has recently been postally memoralized 
by the Roumanian government now domi- 
nated by his Roumanian pro-Nazi followers. 

The bodies of Mota and Marin were shipped 
back to Roumania by special train, exhibited 
to the public and finally buried on Feb. 13 
Adolf Hitler and Spanish rebel Generalissimo 
Franco each sent wreaths and Codreanu 
created the order of Mota and Marin for his 
troopers to be awarded “to all who risk their 
lives in the cause of Fascism, anti-semitism 
and Roumanian nationalism for which the 
[ron Guard stands.” The Roumanian leader 
in identifying his allying with the Franco 
cause as a fight for fascism gave vent to a 
frankness which his other partners in the 
overthrow of the Spanish government failed 
to imitate. Codreanu was imprisoned and sub- 
sequently killed as a result of his part in in- 
citing certain of his countrymen to violent 
outrages which put Roumania in the same 
bloody chaos as Spain and ended with the 
same result, a fascist state. These are the 
“heroes” the present puppet government me- 
morializes,

We have now accomplished what we have aimed at in equipping our plant with 
the necessary machinery and equipment to produce what we have planned for. 
We see little need of new machinery etc., for some time. We hope in the coming 
years to wipe out all our present indebtedness and begin to show a handsome pro- 
fit on our investment. The way is clear before us and we need only to clear up 
our present obligations before we will be able to pay dividends which will be at- 
tractive to the investors. 

Linprint is capitalized for $25,000. Has outstanding stock of $17,000 and 
its total assets are over $28,000. It is therefore easy to see that the great need 
is additional capital with which to wipe out current and old obligations, put 
the business soundly on its feet and with that done, we would be able to pay divi- 
dends on the outstanding stock within a very short time. But as stated, Lin- 
print has been built up the hard way. Thousands of dollars worth of new ma- 
chinery and equipment have been acquired only after earning the money with 
which to purchase them, likewise an inventory of finished goods has been ac- 
quired only after earning the money with which to carry that inventory.

“Are the Postal Savings stamps out May 
I supposed to be added to a U. S. collection?

Vatican City sets are becoming very dif- 
ficult to find. The Airmail set seems to have 
vanished from the city. The Juridical and 
Catholic Congress sets are also difficult to 
find. These last two sets were never around 
(before the war) in any quantity, so we 
can’t blame this on the lack of shipments 
coming from Italy. According to D. Bolaffi, 
Italian Specialist dealer, the Catacombs issue 
will turn out to be a very good one. 





A large number of British Colonial lots 
have been liquidated in short order, the tre- 
mendous sales of British Colonial issues in 
this market are due to the greatly revived 
interest in these stamps. British Issues, 
while always a good seller, have been mov- 
ing like “wildfire” in the past few months. 





Sorry to say the German and Italian Hit- 
ler and Mussolini stamps have proved to be 
marvelous sellers. At present the wholesale 
supply in this city is nil; importers are wait- 
ing for further quantities. I imagine many 
people are making other uses for these 
stamps than placing them in collections.

EXPERTIZING BUREAUS. 


Mr. Jos, Whiteborough of the Garden City 
Stamp Co. and publisher of the Bureau Print 
Album explained to me the apparatus and 
methods he has set up to expertize and de- 
termine the genuineness of those doubrful 
high priced bureaus. Sad to say, but in the 
past few years due to the ever increasing 
value of the better bureaus the faker has 
turned his attentions to this class of ma- 
terial. Much of the material is introduced in- 
to the fraternity by round about methods 
but nevertheless in such a manner that it 
always profits the faker. Some times the fakes 
or rather counterfeits are traded for good 
U. S. material and almost invariably material 
is palmed off on a beginner. Nevertheless 
some of the counterfeiting is good enough to 
fool even the veteran collector and in the 
case where no cheap stamp exists of the 
same type to compare, it is very difficult to 
determine if the stamp is O. K. or not. It 
is for just such cases Mr. Whiteborough has 
set up his machinery to help the collector. 
For a fee he will check any doubtful item 
and if it is OK issue a certificate to vouch 
for the stamp. Only with items that are in 
the rarity class would it pay to do this, un- 
less you want to satisfy your curiosity on 
some of the cheaper items that you came by 
in a strange manner. Write Mr. Whiteborough 
and get his plan.
